MohI of hiB vegetabloB 
have withstood the hot, dry weather 
well, and hla peachea, apples and pluma 
are very fine.

Defosatary Statement Law. 

"An Aet' to punish derogatory aUte- 

ments alTectInK any Bank. BavlnR Bank 
nr 'I'rwMt Compiiny. lie It enacted by 
the Oeiieral Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: that any person 
who ahall willfully and maiidously 
make, eireulate or tranamit to anothu' 
or others any fklse statement rumor 
or suKKestlon written, printed or by 
word of mouth, which Ib directly or by 
Inference derogatory to the financial 
condition or elTecta the Bolvency tir 
financial standing of any Bank, Sav- 
inga Bank or Truat Company doing 
busineaa in thIa Stata, ofWho shall 
counsel, nld, procure or Indue* another 
to start, transmit or circulate any Hiicli 
statement or rumor, shall be fined not 
less than two hundred nor mor« than 
one thousand dollars or confined in the 
county Jail not lees than twenty nor 
more than one hundred days, or both 
BO fined 4nd Imprtaoned In the discre- 
tion of the Court." • 

"Cold Check" Uw. 

"An Act to regulate the makliiK, 
drawig, uttering or delivering of checks 
drafta or other orders for the payment 
of moneys and flxlnt; the penalty for 
the violation theri'of He It eiiactecl liy 
till- <ieneral ANsemhly of the t'ommoii- 
weallli of Kentucky; that any perBon 
who with Intent to defraud shall make 
or draw or utter or deliver any check, 
draft or order for the payment of mon- 
ey upon any bank or other depoBltory, 
knowloK at the time of such makliiK. 
(IrawliiK, iilterInK or delivery that the 
maker or drawer has tmt .HuIIirleiit

duliara, and upAn cbnVlctton thereof he 
fined hot exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars, or confined In the county tall not 
less than one (la>' or more than thirty 
days, either ho lined or linprlHoned or 
both In the discretion of the court or 
both *in the discretion of the court or 
the Jury Irylilir the case, and If the 
amount of bucIi check or ilrSft be twen- 
ty dollarB or over, he ahall he Kullty of 
a fel()ny and conflneil In the peniten- 
tiary for not less than one year nor 
more than two yaara, and the drawer 
of such check ur draft shall be proae- 
cuted In the cmiiity In which he deliv- 
ers same. lYovliled, however, that if 
the perHon who inaUi'B, iMHiies. utters er 
delivers any Bneh cheeU. tiraft oi or 
der, shall pay the same within twenty 
daya from the time he reoetvea iiotual 
notice, vnrbal nr written, of tbe dis- 
honor nf surh chsck, draft ur order, he 
shall not be prosecuted under this sec- 
tion, and any prnseciilinn that inny 
have been Instituted within tin' time 
above mentioned, shall. If imyinent of 
said cbeek be made aa aforesaid, be 
dismiaaad at the cost of defendant 
Tbe maklnir, drawing, uttering or de- 
livering of such I'heok, draft or order

UNIVERSITY TO ATLANTA. 



Atlanta, Oa., July 16. — Atlanta was 
selected aa the seat of the university 
to be eatabllataed eaat j>f tba Mlaalaalppi 
river by. tbe Metbodlgt Bplacopal 
Church South, at a meetlnc bare today 
of tbe Education Committee appointed 
by the General Conference of the 
Church to choose a locatlr>n for the 
proposed institution, Birmingham, Ala., 
and Henderaon, N. C, were atrong con- 
tendere for tbe unlveralty. Tbe vote 
•electing Atlanta waa announced aa 
11 to 2. 

Annbunoementa by Bishop Warren A. 
Candler, chairman of the commission, 
that Atlanta had been selected, was 
Inmiedlately followed by ofdcial con- 
firmation of the report that 11,000,000 
had been given to the new university 
by Asa a. Candler, of this city, a broth- 
er of Blahop Candler. 

It waa atated on reliable authority 
today that the university as contsm- 
plated will represent an Investment of 
$5,000,000. It is expected that work 
on the buildings will be started before 
ntxt winter.

Lirse Packer Says imported Frozei 
] Beef Is Uiprefitible. 



Chicago, ill., July 21.— Joseph M. 
Cuduhy, Vice lYeaident of the Cudahy 
PackiiiK Company, in commenting up- 
on th« fact that his concern Is losing 
money on importatlona -of froxen beef 
from Argentina and Australia, said to- 
day: 

"We cannot account for It, but the 
fact remalnH that the United States 
hfltl has pri*ven a sad disappointment 
as an outlet for frozen beef from for- 
eign OQuntriea. We do not deal witb 
conaumera directly and cannot blame 
the housewife for our predicament but 
we know from experience that retailers 
will not buy frozen meats unless they 
can Ket tliein at (irices that do not 
cover the cuhi of Impurt&tions. 

"Knowing that the product moved 
freely Into consumptive channels lii 
England we made large purchases. 
After exerting much time, effort and 
capital we found that our only reliable 
outlets were large aupply houses, ho- 
tels and railroad construction camps. 
KetfUlers catering to the smaller con- 
sumer would not consider our offerings, 
except at ruinous prices. 

"It has been Bald that packer's were 
holdliiK foreiKn frozen beef and mutton 
off the market in order to keei> the 
price of domestic meats at a high level. 
There is absolutely no grounds for any 
such statement It is when meat pro- 
ducts are low that packers can make 
the most money. 

"The avera>?e cost of beef on the hoof 
is hiKher now than ever l.efuje ai tlil.-i 
time of the year, and 1 do not looii for 
any cheap meats until the production 
of meet animals has caught up with 
the Inereaae in population, which, I 
believe, will not be for many eyars."

SCHOOL PER CAPITIi 
DREAKSJE RECORD 

KeitMky Teaelon WIU Get HIglest 
Price Nr fqil. 



Frankfort, Ky., July 16.— The 11,000 
public school teachers in Kentucky will 
receive $865,000 more in agerregate 
wages for the school year of 1914-16 
than last year as the result of an in- 
crease In the per capita apportionment 
of the 8tate school fund of 50 cents, 
declared by State Superintendent 
Ba'kadale Hamlett today. 

ThC per capiU will be $4.60, the high- 
est In the history of the Btate. In 
1911-12, when a State campaign was 
on, the per capita was placed at $4.40: 
but as a result the present administra- 
tion when it entered found a defldt of 
$517,000 in the achool fund. Tbe per 
capita was reduced to t4 and kept 
there, the census was scrutinised and 
thouBands of names stricken from the 
county and city lists, and .Tune 30, 1914, 
the school fund had to its credit a 
balance of 1618,000. 

The balance waa not sufHcient to 
warrant the extension of the school 
term in the rural districts to seven or 
eight months, which could have been 
done under the act of 1914, If a per cap- 
ita of I4.7E bad been possible. 

The State Auditor's Department es- 
timates the school revenue for the cur- 
rent year at }S,061,544, to which la 
added the balance in the school fund, 
making the total amount available, as 
estimated, J3,699,.'>44. There are 730,- 
000 children of school age In the State, 
and the State fund will b« dlatrlbuted 
among the eountlea and dtlea in pro- 
portion to the Bcholaatlo population, 
on the basis of $4.60 for each puplL 
The State fund can be uaed only for 
paying teachers' aalaries. 



COUNTY AGENT KEGLEY. 

Mr. Kegley attended the agricultural 
meetin^r In Lexington and heard Dr. 
Cyril G. Hopkins, of Illinois. He Is 
one of America'a greatest agronomlats 
who showed conclusively the value of 
limestone and phosphate in permanent 
soil improvement.' Heretofore fertil- 
izers which have been used have not 
been what was needed, So far phos- 
phate, has not been used as it should be 
— broadcast over a well-made aeed bed 
Chemical analyslg shows our soli to be 
very deficient in lime and phosphate, 
and if we are to continue growing grain 
and grass this deficiency must be pro- 
vide<l fur. A iinmher of farmers have 
expressed a desire tu use a small quan- 
tity of limestone, and if they are still 
anxious to secure some of this mater- 
ial so that It can be used this season 
while thje roads are good, let Mr. Keg- 
ley hear how much they can use so 
that the lowest price of material and 
freight can be obtained.

It can he 
urown on rich, -well drained .soil if the 
proper amount of lime and phoHphate 
be added. We should, however, be 
giving more atlbntion to the growing of 
cowpeas and crimson clover through 
the winter, preceded by seeding peas in 
■Inne and clover In August for a win- 
ter < ro|). We should urow these cro|i.'i 
anil improve the soil to the end that 
alfalfa ceuld be grown to greater 
profit

WANT FOUR-MILE LAW. 

.Jackson, Ky.. .Inly 19.— The closing 
day of the Breathitt County Teachers' 
Institute at Jackson was featured by 
the adoption of a resolution calling 
upon the legislature at ite next aession 
to paaa a htw prohibiUng the sale of 
intoxicating liquors without four milea 
of any achool maintained in tbe state. 

The resolution recites that the legis- 
lature, at iU seaaion two years ago, 
passed a law providing a penalty to 
sell liquor within 400 fe^t of State 
University or any other University or 
Normal School maintained In whole or 
In part by the state of Kentucky. 

The teachers say they con.sidpr the 
common schools of equal or (greater 
Importance to the state and that the 
pupils being of tender age, need mora 
protection than older persons. 

The teachers also declared them- 
selves heartily in favor of the enforce- 
ment of the cigarette law and pledged 
themaelves to do all in their power to 
save the children from the cigarette 
evil.

ILLITERACY IN THE STATE. 

The Kentucky Illiteracy Commission 
has lieen giving out some statements 
In racard to the number of illiterates 
In the varioua countlea. In aome in- 
stances this baa been rsaented by 
schiMil ofnclals, who are somewhat dla- 
pimed to ipiestlon the dtcures. 

Till* reoHOH ,if li*10 Hhiiwed the num- 
ber of Illiterates In every county In 
the Bt»ta. There la no reaaon to doubt 
that tba «auua flgurea were correct 
and they probably are being uaad by 
the Illiteracy Commlaalon. There may 
have been some reduction In the num- 
ber of llllterateH alnre the Federal 
census waa taken, but this la doubtful. 
There la a oonaldsaaMa I n d iu ■a t for- 
elgii population In the" ocKlhtiaa' 'of 
Eastern Kentucky and much of this 
Immigration Is Illiterate. 

There has been reduetlon In Home 
localltlee undoubtedly. This la true of 
Rowan county and some other coun- 
tlea . arhera apeelal etforta have been 
directed to that end. Ullteraoy could 
be practically wiped out In a com- 
paratively abort time If It were pos- 
sible to enlist every county actively 
In the campaign for Itn elimination. 
There Is nothing to be gained by de- 
bating the queatlon aa to whether the 
number of lllitarittao In any oerUIn 
county la a buii4br«a or a thousand.

KENTUCKY COKE PRODUCTION. 
Coke Is manufactured In Kentucky 
from coal mined In both the eastern 
and western parte of the State, but 
although the coala of aaatwn oonntiag 
are In large part among the high-grade 
cokInK ciMils of the Appalachian Aeld, 
most of the coke, until the last two 
years, has been made In the Western 
district, which Is part of the nilnols- 
indiuna. fleld. Biaoo the raooat axtia- 
slve coal-mining developmenta In the 
BIkhom diatriot of Pike and Harlan 
counties, however, coke ovena have 
been built and the principal diking 
activities have shlfti-d to the eastern 
part of the State, and Kentucky Ih 
now assuming some Importance aa a 
coke-manufacturing State. The pro- 
duction haa Inoreaaed from leas than 
60,000 tons In 1909 to 191, BBS tons In 
1912 and to 317.084 tons In 1913. Dur-

SWIFT SILVER MINE 

AGAIN "DISCOVERED.' 



Lctington, Ky., July 11.— The mys- 
tery surrounding the location of the 
famous Swift aUver mine, of Eaatem 
Kentucky, which haa been diligently 
sought during the last 100 years by 
proHiwctors and adventurers and which 
has been reported as having been dis- 
covered In a score of counties In the 
Southeastern Kentucky mountains at 
various times, only to prove a hoax, 
haa, it la believed, at last been solved 
by the recent And of silver on the land 
of Miss Lulu DerrlckHon, of thia city, 
and her brother. .ImIim II I J. rrlik.Hon. 
of .luckson, . situated near BeattyvlUe, 
Lee county, Ky., together with relics 
of John Swift, the reputed owner, 
whleh go to prove that the original 
Swift mine may have been at this par- 
ticular spot. 

The evidence Hiilmiitted by the l>er- 
rlcksuns to prove tholr claim Is arous- 
ing much Interest among the people of 
that section as well as mining experts 
at the State University In this city. 

John Derrlckson Is u well-known 
lumberman, who has for Hume time 
I.eeli ellKOKeil in pr.iHpi-illllK f'"' Hm- 
lier In the I'ii.slern Kentucky moun- 
tains. Recently while examining a tract 
of timber on the upper Kentlioky river 
In Lee county he was attracted by 
glittering nuggets on the banks of a 
smull stream whi<h wended Ita wa% 
through till- MiirroiiiMiiriK \m.ipiI.s. \'.s- 
iimlnliiB them niori' cloaely he wan 
I'onvinced that they contained both 
lead and silver.

There were remains of burnt 
loKN, H,, old a.s ii, lie almost rotten, 
fruKnifiil.s c.r IciiIn. a mrilniK pot and 
a human Hkiill. while curved In the 
rock wall of the cavern was the name 
Mundy, a man who Is now known to 
have been interested with John Swift 
In the working of his mysterious sliver 
mine. 

HIa Intereat Arauaed. 

Mr. Derrlckaon had of course heard 
of the Swift silver min» in his pros- 
pecting tours through the Eastern 
Kentucky mountains, and hia interest 
was now deeply aroused by the dis- 
coveries he had made. 

On leaving the cavern, however, 
and making further exploratlona in the 
vicinity he was gratlAed to make, an- 
other And, which conArmed his sus- 
picion that he had actually stumbled 
on the site of the loiiK-Ioat Swift sil- 
ver mine. 'I'IiIm cciiivliicint; proof waH 
In the shape of un inscription on a rock 
near the entrance of the cavern, which 
evidentally had been carved man> 
years before and which time had al- 
most covered up and obliterated with 
itM aKe-cdd black grime common on 
rocky KiufaccH exposed to the eletio nis 

This Inscription was nothing more 
nor less than the name of John Swift, 
the reputed owner of the famous mine, 
and near It the name of Munday, his 
"Man ~ Friday." Underneath these 
names was the date, also carved In 
the H<dld rock, 1812, showlnK that It 
baa been mure than 100 years since 
Swift had placed bis mark on the apot 
where It is believed he procured the 
precious ore which haa made him fa- 
mous us a plutocrat of pioneer days In 
Kentucky. 

After making these dIscoveriPH .Mr. 
Derrlckson decided to have the ore 
found on the site aaaayed, and some 
of It waa brought to thIa dty and 
turned over to the mineral experts at 
the College of Mines, State University, 
for analysis. Rxnminatlon of these 
speclmentfl atiowa that a large per cent 
of the ore Is lead, but that. It contaltj" 
a sufficient quantity of silver to Jus 
tlf}- the reopening of the mine and of 
working It, aa waa.done by John Swift 
aM hla aaaoolatea. 

Purehases ths l-and. 

Without disclosing to anybody his 
dlacovery. or without Intimating to 
anyone that he thought he had at laat 
found the famoua Swift allver mine, 
Mr. Derrickaon Intareated hla aister in 
the And and later they purchased the 
land. 

Mlas Derrlckson, In an Interview 
here, atuted that It la the intention of 
hen and her brother to develop the 
Hilver ore on the land and that with 
modern mining methods much better 
results might be obtained now than 
"old man" .lohn Swift and his asso- 
ciates obtained more than a century 
ago with their crude operations. 

Mr. and Miss Derrlckson are both 
convinced that they own the land on 
which the real Swift allver mine was 
located arid are paepared, they aay, to 
furnish the proof by exhibiting the 
relics which have bean described 
above. ;'• vi:';--'

FIFTY YEARS AGO. 

Fifty years ago Saturday. .July 18, 
1864,. President Lincoln Issued a call 
for 600,000 additional volunteera to 
continue the war. 

The call came ,aa a daah of cold 
water to the hopea of the Union men 
in the Northern States. Oeneral Ornnt 
had foUKht hi« way from the Rapidan 
to Petersburg after a series of bloody 
battlea that weakened the Union army 
to the extent of nearly 100,000 men, 
and hope had been running high that 
the end of the war waa near. The 
call for Hiich an Immense body of new 
lioop.'; was interpreted by many as 
meunlng that both the President and 
Oeneral Grant despaired of breaking 
through the Confederate defenses at 
I'eiiTsburg without a much larger 
arin.\ and a greater sacrlAce of life. 

I'riends of Mr. Lincoln at Washing- 
ton and elsewhere deplored the neoes- 
stiy of the call and feared that It 
would have bad effects upon the Pres- 
Idiential campaign. The three or four 
weeks that followed made up one of 
the moat discouraging perioda of the 
whole war to Union men, for volun- 
teers came In very slowly, but the ten- 
sion lessened with General Sherman's 
siioceaaaa In the South.

It may be necessary for 
some of .you to go to the field of agri- 
culture, others to the mines, others to 
the toll of the mechanic, others to the 
weary round of the lawyer or the phy- 
sician, other.s to the hustli'ii; life of 
the buslnesn man, others to the w.,rk of 
the school room, and posslt>ly niherH to 
the high places of honor and ilistinc- 
tlon In national life, fou may be lead- 
ers In your pro/essions if you use your 
opportunities well now. "Take hold" 
to-day. BeKln a work that has a prin- 
ciple in it that mav live and bear 
fruit. As one li.'i.i fuiii, ".Ml the cen- 
turies look down uputi you. Quit you 
like men." 

"Hang On." It Is one thing to at- 
tempt something but It is an entirely 
different thine to "hang on" until you 
succeed. The didlculties encountered 
by the I'rn.M.slnns (n\ their rn;irch from 
Havre to the field of Waterloo were 
great. The rosids were very deep In 
mud from heavy rains, and were al- 
most imr>a8sable for the men, but they 
had greater difficulty to get the guns 
and the wunons loaded with ammonl- 
tlon aloriK iis they would sink very 
deep into the mud and the horses ih 
trying to move them would flounder 
and fall. The soldiers would become 
exhausted In trying to extricate the 
horses, the Kuns and the wagons, and 
would fall down exclulmlnK, "We can- 
not KO no " Hul the Kreat conimaTMlcr, 
who hail been seen Koing from place 
to place enconrniring his men, replied, 
"We must go on, for I have promised 
Wellington to be up, and up we must 
get Surely you will not make me for- 
feit my word. I';xert yourselve.M a little 
more Mini vl< lory is certain." The men 
were encouraged by his worils and 
arose from t)ie mud and tried again 
and uKaln until the journey was com- 
pleted. So stability, or "stlckabllity, " 
Is needed to-day lif the young man 
succeeds. Competition Is great now, 
and It requires more heroism and 
greater effort to reach the topmost 
round In the ladder in any of ths pro- 
fessions now than ever before. The 
Immigrant has corns to our shores and 
Is trying to compete with our skilled 
and unskilled Uborsrs In salary and 



Inir the young men to put* forth a little 
more effort to sucoeisd becauae they 
are enterinK the professions and doing 
Just as sklllHl work at many things as 
the men. Many modern Inventions lit 
the way of machinery are being used 
instead- of men. "Not made with hands" 
Is a very common si ,n to-day. When 
Bruce, the hero of lUiunochburn. died 
his heart was extracted and encased In 
a sliver casket and entrusted to Sir 
James Douglass to be carried to Jeru- 
salem for burial. Douglass was killed 
fighting the Moors; but before he fell, 
he took the silver casket from around 
liir« neck. aiKl threw it at the enemy 
sayliiK, "And thou' brave heart of 
Ilruce, KO first In Hght as thou wast 
want and Duugliui will follow thee and 
die." It takes struggles to produce 
great mnsters, and the greater the dif- 
ficulty the more glory In surmounting 
It. It tooli the I'Yench Revolution to 
pro«lure Napoleon, the crisis with Eng- 
land to develop the strength of the 
thirteen colonies, and It takes storms 
and tempests to develop a good pilot. 
And that Is most worthy In a man he 
must work out for himself. Charrou 
said. "Wounds and hardships provoke 
or courage, and when our fortunes 
are at the lowest, our wits and minds 
are commonly at the best." If you do 
not have the greatest success at once 
do not become discouraged but "hold 
on" until you have Klven yourself a 
thorough test. A Kreat bar of steel 
elKht feet in lenttth and welKhlng more 
than elRht hundred pounds was sus- 
pended by a small chain.

The act of 1B14, amending the pen- 
sion law to permit Confederate soldiers 
who took the oath of allegiance durluK 
the war under duress and In fear of 
death, to aeonre pehalona, haa raised 
diindttlt qaeatlona, and Comtalaaioner 
Stone ia nfqulitng proof that tha appu- 
cant took the oath under aucb elroum- 
slanoes. 

"To do otherwise would be unfair to 
those veterans who fought It out," he 
said, ■^kay muat hrUig ia proof to 
support their olalma. ^o allow a vet- 
eran who took the oath of allegiance 
during the war to oome in hiw c ami, on 
his own mere affidavit that he veiily 
believed hu would be killed or die of 
starvation or disease when he took the 
oath, while those who fought through- 
out .the war or aervod their time in 
prlaou «• aow palled to gft op proof, 
would glva thoaa who tool^the oath a 
great advantage."

July 18.— Talk of $30 
hay this winter has impelled Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture J. W. Newman to 
ae^d out a bulletin to farmers, sug- 
getnhir tli|il they plant millet, cowpeaa, 
sorghum or corn broadcast In unused 
fields and so raise a forage crop for 
feeding their stock this winter. Corn 
and sorghum planted at this time, he 
said, will be developed by fall sufBo- 
lently to make good feed, and cow peaa 
and millet can be grown at thia la^O 
season.

CAIDEN'S lOBBY 



Washington, D. C, July 20.— Senator 
J. N. Camden, being one of the few 
farmers In Congress, is Hpeciaii/.inK his 
activities toward mattiT.s of tirtatHHl 
interest to tillers of the soil in Ken- 
tucky. He has paid several visits to 
the Department of Agriculture and has 
discussed wltH the Secretary and the 
various oRlctals there ways and means 
for improving general agricultural con- 
ditions in the State. 

Senator Camden believes that the co- 
ordination of State research work with 
that being conducted by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture should be the ttrst 
step taken, and said today that pro- 
gress along that line is already evi- 
dent. 

Discussing hla purposes, he said: 

kantuoky to be Farming State. 

"This 1b the first opportunity I have 
had where I could go into certain de- 
tails with any degree of leisure with 
the AKricultural Department. Vou 
know, I have always felt that Ken- 
tucky will ever be a great farming 
State, and the character of her ui^ri- 
culture will determine the character 
and di-vcl(ipment of her people. Some- 
one well Huid that a people cannot 
be Kri'uti r or .•<tron({er than their soil. 
I gave the Ijarbecue last summer to 
emphasize a fact that our farmers did 
not. in my opiolon, fully realize, and 
that Is In mining, manufacturing and 
all productive enterprises; that the 
l)asic form of wealth Is in itself about 
only half, or fiO per cent, of the prob- 
lem Involved— the other HO per cent, is 
in organisation, which really means co- 
operation. Granting that our soli 
would grade No. 1 in fertility— which 
In many cases it will not do — but by 
intelliKent and industrious methods it 
can lie made so. As we now stand 
with our imperfect systun of soil edu- 
cation, organtsatlen ana co-operation, 
we farmers are only reallilng about 
half of what we are entitled to from 
our efforts and from our farma. It 
was a beginning of a campalirn among 
our farmers of education and co-oper- 
ation. I foresaw then that the won- 
derful mine of information and vitally 
— valuable facta that our Federal Oov- 
emment had in store, would not be 
beneflolal to our own farmers unless 
they were prepared to avail tbemselvea 
of it collectively. It waa necessary to 
organize, to establish team work 
aiiong tbemaelveB: we must trust one 
another if we are to prosper aa a peo- 
ple and a4vancft the aoUdartty of Ken- 
tucky Intoreata. 

Great Progress Is Made. 

"To my mind the Hrst thing to do is 
to co-ordinate the research work at 
the State University and Gzperlmental

I am delighted to aay that atepa 
are being t^ken to bri^ that about 
But TtM»xtt^ y(atlf, el^dr by Oovern- 
ment or],S^de, would be pf little value 
to the farmer unless aoine way were 
found to teach him the things discov- 
ered by scientleets In the experiment 
stations, and hrnce we have the ex- 
tension and demonstraUon wo^-k. 

"I waa told that the department h$d: 
a treat work afeng jtbla jllne and VuX' 
It Is co-ard)natliu^ its actlrtty.wlth 
activity of s; s%IIar ci>aiYict«r in 
atkxt an1eu|tiiral colleges. Congress 
reb^tfy 'v^aa*^ a bill for co-op- 
erative* 'eScteiwon work Ip agrifjAjititra 

and the Secretary af Agriculture haa 
taken tho very broad view that this 
furnishes the opportunltjr for also co- 
ordlnatuig aU ,oC the iMiMi .aitrM on 
t)nd«r-4ireot apprOprlatloiU fo'thh de- 
partment In future the amotint of 
money, being devoted to this kind of 
education to help the farmers will be 
very large. The Smlth-tiever act 
gives 110.000 a year for the Orat year 
to each agricultural eoUogb. There- 
after It ia inoreaaed in each Statb in 
proportion to the rural Inhabitanta un- 
til, at the end of eight years, the toUl 
appropriation will amount to 14,580,000, 
and that same amount will be appro- 
priated annually thereafter. Under 
this arrangement there will be oomlng 
to the State of Kantuoky from thia 
Smith-Lever appropriation approxi- 
mately |ir>4,10S per annum, which must 
be supplemented by appropriations 
made by the State or ruised from con- 
tributions within the State amounting 
to $144,108, or a grand total ot nearly 
t800,000 per annum. 'For the praaant 
year it la worthy to not* that tha Fed- 
eral appropriation for fhirm demonatra- 
tlon work In Kentucky has been jlou- 
bled, or Incieased from $22,500 to $45,- 
000. Now, In all of thia work for the 
benefit ot the farmer We ought 'to be a 
unit 

"In Woodford county we are getting 
good reaulta by co-ordinating the ac- 
tivities of the Farmers* Union, tho T. 
M. c. A. and' the county demonstrator 
or expert. They are co-operating. 

Department Can Taaeh Mueh. 

"The Federal DepartOMnt of Agri- 
culture haa many Iliiaa of work Which 
they want to'tnaaamlt to the State col- 
leges and through them to the people, 
such as extermination of hog cholera, 
boys' corn club work und the girls' 
icannlng clubs, the establishing of dairy 
experta, oattle feeding oxiierta, expert 
hortloultariata for the Aplple and other 
fruit, induatrtea, etc. It Is a part of 
the function of the Agricultural Col- 
lege of the State also to educate young 
men in scientific aKrIculture, partly for 
two purposes. First, that they may go 
out and take poaition* aa tralnad 
sdentlaata in various lines of aigrloul- 
tural activity, or* as teachers In ool- 
leges and schools, and. secondly, that 
many of them may return lo the farm, 
to there (ml Into pnn'tlce the princi- 
ples of Bclentlllc agriculture. The State 
need* tiM ieadarahlp of auoh men. 

"Another and most Important part 
of tiM VSrk of helplnit rural cnmmunl- 
tia* to tke problem of o<lucjiilun In the 
country schools. The Ktate University 
anil the two Normal Schools of the 
State are vitally Intorestod In this 
problem. We must have a raal educa- 
tion that fits young men and women 
tor the aetlvltlee of life In the country, 
broadening their vlewa of life, arous- 
ing Uialr lovo of the tauid lualf and 



their appreciation of the opportunities 
of poontry life, and fitting them to be 
more ua«>fnl dtisena In a auocessful 

agricultural community. It Is the pro- 
vince of the normal schools to train 
teachers who have these board visions 
ot the rural school as a most Important 
center of Influence in the upbuilding 
of every community. I hope the time 
will comie when these teachers will be 
ln.stnicted so that they may give an 
ediualicpH in country schools as good 
UK the education of the city school, but 
which haa the country aspect rather, 
than the city aai>ect. A good many of 
^ur country .achoolg are little town 
achoolB in the country. The schools 
are be);lnning more and more to teach 
the practical things of life. Boys' corn 
cliihH and girls' canning and other 
clulis are beginning to get hold of the 
rural school problem and focus the at- 
tention of the teachers and the clilld 
upon the practical and valuable things 
which may be done as a part of the 
education of that school. 1 am very 
happy to say that 1 was told that in 
ibia broad extension work In agricul- 
ture In the State of Kentucky which 
we are uat np^ entering into, the State, 
Normal Schools are vitally interested; 
and that district agents who are rep- 
resentatives of this united extension 
work wltb Its beadituarters at the State 
University, College of Agriculture, are 
located at the Normal Schools there 
to play a part th the co-ordinating of 
all this activity on the part of the 
farmers and their fiimilies. I was giv- 
en to under.Htand that the State De- 
partment of Agriculture and other ag- 
rtoultural activities within the State 
are all Joining In this general move- 
ment. Much good should r^uit from 
united efforts. 

How to Market Farm Producti. 

"Another and most Important line of 
agricultural endeavor In whic hboth 
the National Department of Agricul- 
ture and the State are Intrested is a 
new line but recently undertaken. 

"That Is the study of the business 
side of farming and the economic con- 
ditions surrounding the farmer which 
plays such an important part in mak- 
ing his effbrta' aucceasful. No matter 
how good a buslpfBsg man tha farmer 
might be on his own farm; no matter 
how much acientlflc agriculture he 
might know and practice, and how well 
he might do hla work, there may be, 
and often are, circumstances outside 
of his cental w^lch .would still pre- 
vent him from making a aticeeas of his 
work. For example, marketing condi- 
tions might be against htm, and In this 
we have one of the big problems of 
country life today. The Department 
of Agriculture In the last appropria- 
tion bill received an appropriation of 
$200,oOo 'ffh* thei study and dlaaomlna- 
tion of knowledge regarding the aoien- 
tific marketing of the products of the 
farm. The s^ndardieatlon of the pro- 
ducts, the proper packing of them for 
marketing conditions and the co-opera- 
41on of farmers to bring about these 



cenu per ton mile to haul it from tho 
raikroad to th* tana Md it oosu IW* 
oente per ton mile freight on the rail- 
road, besides the original cost of tiM 
lime. How the demand has grown I* 
shown by the fact that In the last 
three years the number of concema 
grinding limestone in Kentucky haa 
increased from three to ISO. Tet tlMT 
cannot meet the demand, and the doat 
Is preventing many farmers InveattMT 
in It. 

One of these machines will be set 
up on a farm near Lexington and will 
work through the Biuegrass and to the 
east The machine haa been tried oat 
at the State Eizpertment Station. 

"I predict that before many years 
Kentucky will follow the example of 
Illinois," said Commiaioner Newman. 
^Tn Illinois the State pri.soner.t grind 
limestone and the railroads haul It for 
a half «ent per ton mile to the farm- 
ers. There Is nothing needed more by 
farmers of this State than Ume, and it 
must be made much cheaper."

lem.s every force now in the field haa 
a part and every Institution engaged 
in this line of work desires earnest 
l^d cordial support Wltb tbe i^nlt^ 
effort on t^e pa^ of the rurail church, 
CHe rural gchoola apd Normlil coj^egea, 
the college of agriculture, the Experi- 
ment Station and the United States 
Department of Agriculture, much good' 
can b eaccompliahed. We have unde- 
ytXoftA j:$e(uirceaajnd pgricultural op- 
portunities In Kentuol^ aa ye^ jm- 
touehed. We can maintain the liigh- 
est type of civtllzatloa <>nly by having 
a suc^eeqful and prosperous agricul- 
ture. One of yie moat beneficial in- 
fluancpa that 1 «ea ta.the .union of the 
Int^re^ts p; tkaJTedaral Qepartment of

STATE PURCHASES MACHINES 

FOR GRINDING LIMESTONE, 

Having employed the $6,000 appro- 
priation for farm demonatratlona the 
last two yeors In showing farmers how 
to build concrete silos. Increasing the 
number from 300 to 2,053 In the State, 
Commissioner of Agriculture J. W. 
Newman is now turning his attention 
to the question of producing cheap 
lime for rertillzlng the fanna. 

He announced recently that he has 
closed a deal with the manufacturers 
of limestone Krinders for two machines 
which the manufacturers will take 
back at the orlirlnHl cost price, being 
aatisfied with the advantage accruing 
from the demonattation of the ma- 
chine. The ttiaeHinaa 'with an expert 
In charge will be fumlshM free to the 
farmers, who must provide the lime- 
stone and engine and employ such la- 
bor as is necessary. 

The limestone can be ground at a 
cost of SO centa the ton this way. Com- 
missioner Newman aald. and aet up on 
the farmer'a place will grind out II 
to :o tons the day. 

It requires four tons to the acre to 
properly treat the soli. The need for 
lime on the farms of Kentucky, he de- 
clared, to oriUcaL 

r« many plaeea they cannot grow" 
red clover, alfalfa, aoy beana or cow 
peas, all of whiuh produoe nitrogen In 
the soli, an element necessary for other 
crops. Nitroifcn Is the most expensive 
chemical element the farmer has to 
Introduoe In hla soil and a crop of red 
clover, Commlaaloner Newman aald, 
win produce |1S worth of nitrogen to 
the acre.

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SUCCESSFUL INSTITUTE. 

Pike county school authoritle.s have

large school house with several rooms, 
80 thut a corps of teachers may be em- 
ployed. This will afford opportunity 
for good teacbera to receive promotion, 
where formerly there were no such op- 
portunitiea In the amaller achoola.

This li- 
cense was fixed at ItS.OO. All motors 
and carriages opeifated strictly for pri- 
vate use have not been made the sub- 
ject of license. These two enactments 
become effective at once.
